q Concerning the Service of tbe 
CHURCH. 


Here was never any thing *y the witof 
man ſo well dewſcd,or to ſure eſtabit- 
ed, which, 1n continuance of time, 

hath not b-en corrupted : As among other 

things, it may platnly appear by the Com- 
mon Prayers 1n the Church, commonly 
called Divize Servic:, The firit original 
and ground whereof-1f a man woult ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, he fr=11 find 

that the ſame wa+ not ordained but of a 
good purpoſe, and for « great a2vance- 
mentof Godlineſs: For they fo ordered 
the matter, that all the whole Bible, (or 
the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read 
over once every year; lntending thereby, 
that the Clergy,and eſpecially ſuch as were 
Miniiters 1-the Congregation, Thould (Ly 
o ten reading, and reditition in Gods 
vord) be ſtirred up to godlineſs them 
ſelves, and be more abie to exhort others 
by wholſome dc&rine, and to cooſume them 
that were adverſaries to the Truth ; ard 
further, that the people, (by daily bearing 
of holy Scripture read in the Church) 
might conticually yro fit more and more 
1n the knowledge of God, and be the mre 
in flamed with the love of his trae Relj- 
gion, 

But theſe many years paſſed, thjs Godly 
and Gecent Order cf the ancient Fathers 
hath been ſo altered, broken. and neglett- 
ed, by planting in uncertain Stories and 
Legends, with multitude ef Reſponis, 
Veries, vain Repititions, Commemora- 
tions and Synodals ; that commonly when 
any Book of the Bible was. berun, after 
three or four Chapters were real out. all 
the reſt were unread, And in this fort the 
Rook of [/2j:h was begunin A tvent, and 
the Book or Geneſis in SeptuagrGm14 3 but 
they were only begua and never read 
- a> 3 After like ſort were other Books 
of y Scripture uſed, Ard moreover, 
uhereas $. Faw! would have tuch lar.guage

Ipoken to the People In the Charth xs they 
might unde ritznd, and have profit by hear- 
ing the ſame; the Service 1n this Church 
of Enz/and theſe many years, bath been 
read jn Latin to the people, which they 
anderitend not 4 ſo that they have heard 
with theſr ears onely,and theif beart, (pi- 
rit.ond mind have not been edifyed there- 
by. And furthermore,notwirhitanding that 
the ancient Fathers have divided the Plza' oa 
into leven Portiom, whereof every one 
vas called « Nour nt Now of late time,a 
few of them have tern daily aid, and” the 
reſt utterly omitted. Moreover the nam»

And foraſmuct as nothing can be ſo plain» 
ly ſet forth, yut doubts nazy ariſe in the uſe 
2n4 practice of the ſame;rto appeaſe all ſuch 
diverſity (if any ariſe) and for the reſfAu» 
tion of all doubts, conceraing whe manner 
bow to underftand, do, and execute the

St. Augu/tine have faid, if be had 
ſeen Tie Ceremonies of late days uſed n+ 
mong us z whereanto the multitude uſed 
in bis time was not £0 be compared? This 
our exceſhye multitude of Ceremonies was 
ſo great, and many of them fo darX, that 
they di4 more confound and darken, then 
declare and ſet fyrth Chriits benefits unto 
us. And be ſides this,Chritts Goſpel is not 
a Ceremonial Law( as much of Moſes Law 
was )but it is a Religion to ferve God, nt 
in yondage Of the nzure or ſhadow, bat 
jn the freedom of the ſpirit ; being con» 
tent anly with thate Ceremonies which/do 
ſerve toa deſcent Order, aid Godly diG 
ciplize,vnd ſucaas be apt to (ir up tae dull 
mzind of m1 to the remembrance of his 
Duty t» God, Ly ſame notavle and (pecial 
ſignincation, whereby he might b{ edefigd. 
Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of
